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INTRODUCTION 


The  art  collections  of  great  scientists  and  leaders  in  the 
professions  which  are  in  no  manner  related  to  art,  have 
frequently  a  more  personal  distinction  and  appeal,  than 
collections  formed  by  those  with  expert  knowledge  of  art. 

The  hours  of  freedom  from  professional  tension  spent  in 
search  of  the  "grande  trouvaille"  bear  surprising  results 
and  objects  of  subtle  human  interest  which  would  pass 
unnoticed  by  the  learned  connoisseur  aquire  importance 
among  objects  of  recognized  art  value. 

Professor  Soubeiran's  collection  is  just  such  an  assemblage 
of  finds  which  represented  to  him  endless  enjoyment  and 
gave  him  the  thrill  of  discovering  emotions  kindred  to  his 
own  among  the  artists  of  the  past.  The  collection  does  not 
only  express  the  predilections  of  the  great  scientist,  but  also 
the  well  bred  taste  and  intuition  of  a  man  who  descends 
from  one  of  the  old  noble  families  of  France.
